Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


What will interest most canners is the firmer tone of the 
tomato market, as will be noticed by the quotations that toma- 
toes have been advanced above previous quotations. Gallon 
tomatoes have been advanced from $2.85 to $3.00 and the gen- 
eral opinion being that tomatoes are one of the best holdings in 
the line. This strikes us in Maryland particularly as being one 
of the most favorable signs of the activity of the market and the 
belief among canners as to the ultimate value of their holdings, 
as Maryland has probably the best pack of any one State. In 
Baltimore city they are still packing tomatoes, and while the 
tomatoes are not anything what they were three weeks ago, 


still they are of fair stock, and judging from the weather condi- 
tions, they will continue to pack for at least ten days more. 


’ For the first time in a number of years the Baltimore city 
packers are making preparations to can cove oysters, and from 
the indications and reports that are coming from the oyster 
catchers, it looks as if there will be a fairly good supply of 
oysters This will mean steady work throughout the winter 
and the holding of help that has been going South, and which 
is in great demand there among the oyster and shrimp packers. 
This will lighten the Baltimore packers’ burden in regard to 
labor, as this class of help prefer to stay in the city, where they 
can get work, rather than to travel around, even if they do get 
their transportation paid. 

The oyster business to Baltimore is a great factor and the 
resuming of it will mean a substantial profit to these packers 
who had to substitute Southern oysters for the Baltimore pack- 
ing. It looks like Providence takes care of Baltimore, and the 
latest talk of interest is the combining of Southern oyster pack- 
ers to hold the price of oysters up as they claim they have been 
selling for the last few years at really a loss, and it seems that 
the resumption of cove oyster packing in Baltimore comes just 
in the nick of time. 

Apples, pears and sweet potatoes have been very heavily 
canned by the majority of Baltimore packers, and spinach will 
commence by the end of next week.

Some discussion has arisen as to the variation of prices 
among tomato canners; where one canner gets $4.00 for gallon 
tomatoes another canner only gets’ $2.85 or $3.00 for what is 
considered the same article, but an investigation into the raw 
stock used, the method of handling, and the style of package 
will reveal why one packer gets a dollar more than another. 
The tomatoes that are selected first for their seed so as to grow 
a solid smooth, round tomato and then are selected when red 
ripe, and are hand packed into a sanitary can, sell for a higher 
price than tomatoes of inferior quality without grading as to 
ripeness, and filled into cans in pieces. Thus a canner in the 
same neighborhood cannot understand why his neighbor gets a 
higher price for his goods than he does, but if he would go on 
the market and buy a few cans of goods that command a higher 
price than his own, cut them open and compare them with his, 
and investigate the methods which produce this higher grade of 
goods, he will not only benefit himself, but would produce 
results that would be beneficial to the market in general, as it is 
a well-known fact that canners that make a specialty of packing 
a high grade of goods have no trouble in selling their goods at 
high prices, while the holders of low-grade goods go begging at 
cut prices. This is one of the main reasons why jobbers have 
resorted to the purchase of goods for their own.labels so that 
they can be assured of good quality, for the jobber does not 
want to put low-grade goods under his own label, thus he lets 
the canner run out all of the low-grade goods under his own 
label. If you should go into a retail grocery store in almost any 
section of the country and call for any variety of canned goods, 
the grocer will ask which brand is wanted, or if no brand is 
mentioned he will offer what he claims is a higher grade at say 
2%c. to 5c. the can more than some other goods he has, and it 
will be noticed that the high-priced goods are under the jobbers 
label, and-that the low-priced goods under the packers label; 
this applies to every line and it behooves the canner to see that 


the grower uses the best variety of seed, and that they are picked 

when in first-class condition, and packed in a careful manner so 

as to be of good quality and present a first-class appearance.

New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, October 16.—During the week just passed the 
canned goods market has been rather more active. More actual 
business has been done and there has been much more inquiry 
from practically every direction. It is quite evident that sales 
are going to increase rapidly later, that is, if it is possible to 
obtain the goods. The principal difficulty now is securing the 
goods. All fruits, for example, are so short that sellers are not 
anxious to dispose of what they have and they are asking full 
outside quotations for everything in their hands, while there 
is far too little stock obtainable to make much important 
business. Sales are small and experienced observers are of the 
opinion that the quantity will decrease rather than expand with 
the coming sales. A good mavuy varieties are now in second 
hands and transactions are largely movement from second hands, 
not from packers to jobbers. 

Tomatoes.—One of the features of the week was freer 
offerings of tomatoes from the South at 87%éc. f. o. b. factory 
for full standard Maryland 3s. While stock at this figure has 
been more easily obtainable, bids of 85c. have been declined and 
there are instances where packers have refused to sell below goc. 
f. o. b. factory. The tone is a shade stronger on 2s and 7oc. to

72%c. f. o. b. factory is quoted. Gallons are quoted at $2.80 


to $2.85 from factory. Estimates on the pack, now practically 
over, do not vary much from 9,000,000 cases. 


Corn.—State corn has moved up during the week, and goc. 
f. o. b. here is quoted by some holders for fancy. It is still 
possible to buy at 80c. to 85c. for fancy. Southern is firm and 
more active, Maine style quoted at 72%4c. f. 0. b. factory for 
standard. Fancy is held at 85c. f. 0. b. factory. The market 
has an advancing tendency in all positions. State packers will 
not deliver over 60 per cent., it is said, and packers are seeking 
for old corn to complete their contracts. Ordinary Western 
corn is not freely offered. Fancy is quoted up to goc. 

Peas.—The market is firm and stock is less freely offered. 
Stocks of desirable grades are light and buyers have consider- 
able difficulty in satisfying requirements. Nearly all holders are 
rather anxious about the future and are not especially desirous 
of disposing of stocks. 

Asparagus.—The supply is light and quotations are little 


more than nominal. First hands have practically nothing left 
and some have withdrawn quotations. 


Beans.—More demand is reported and prices are a shade 


firmer. The outlook indicates increased demand and steady 
prices, with a more or less sharp upward tendency. 


Spinach.—The market is firm, though buyers are not show- 
ing any particular interest at present. The tendency of prices 
is upward. 

Pumpkin.—There is more inquiry and prices are steady at 


the recent advance, which shows 3s selling at 80c. to goc., and 
gallons at $2.00 to $2.25. 


Apples.—A more active demand for State gallons is reported 
and prices are firmer for both spot and future goods. Southern 
gallons are quoted firm at $3.25 f. 0. b. factory and standard 3s 
at 97%c. f. o. b. factory. New pack State gallons are quoted 
at $3.75 delivered, but holders are not quite so free about their 
quotations. 


Pineapples —AIl stock is firmly held and wanted. Singapore 
offerings are reduced and the market is stronger. The supply 
of Singapore is said to be scarce and there is little likelihood of 
getting more this season. 

Berries.—Gallon blackberries, blueberries and gooseberries © 
are all quoted at $6.00 f. 0. b. factory. Some gallon straw- 


berries can be picked up at $6.25, but $5.75 is bottom figure at 
factory points. 


Peaches.—The market is poorly supplied and the quotations 
are largely nominal on all California offerings. Southern stock 


is scarce and prices have advanced during the past week or so a 
considerable percentage. 


Sardines.—The market has advanced 15c. a case, taking 
effect last Monday. Quarter-vils drawn cans, are quoted at 
$3.25; quarter-mustards, $3.00; keyless three-quarter mustards, 
$2.65 f. o. b. Eastport. A good business was done in preparing 
for the advance. The market is firm and the prospect is that 
the total pack will fall short of 1,300,000 cases. Imported sar- 
dines are scarce and prices are nominal. 

Salmon.—Red Alaska is selling but slowly at $1.30 here. 
Stock is not freely offered. Chinook and sockeye are in jobbers’ 
hands and scarce. Pinks are tending upward and hard to obtain. 

Lobster.—The market is poorly supplied and prices are 
tending upward. The quantity packed this season is too small 
to allow much leeway among sellers. Hupson. 

Canned Salmon. 


The local market presents a strong appearance and owing to the scarcity 
of available supplies only small jobbing sales were reported. Small lots of 
spot red Alaska salmon were booked at $1.30, which price is now considered 
rock-bottom. Sales covered medium red at $1.20 and pink at $1.05, but 
offerings, were light, due to small supplies. There is little or no stock of 
Columbia River chinooks and Puget Sound sockeyes, consequently business 
is being confined to small jobbing lots at full quotations. Telegraphic 
advices from Astoria inquired for Columbia River chinook salmon among 
the canneries and a reply was received that there was nothing whatever to 
be had.— Zhe Fishing Gazette.

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Canada‘Inspection Law Insures Purest of Food. 


The inspection of meats and canned foods act is now in force. String- 
ent regulations to secure cleanliness, purity and wholesomeness have been 
adopted, and cannot but result with good effect upon the markets abroad 
as well as at home. 

About 40 Canadian inspectors went through a course of training in the 
stock yards and packing houses of Chicago and passed the necessary exam- 
inations before being appointed to their duties under the Canadian act. 
Canada’s veterinary director-general and commissioner of agriculture made 
the necessary arrangements for the schooling of the Canadian inspectors 
with the United States authorities, so that they enter upon their duties 
thoroughly prepared for the work. The inspection covers the entire pro- 
cess. The cattle, swine, sheep, goats, or poultry, as the case may be, will 
be examined by the inspector before the slaughtering takes place, so that 
the raw material for the packing house may contain nothing that is diseased. 

When animals are found to be affected with any one of a specified list 
of 20 diseases, they will, under the authority of the inspector, be promptly 
condemned and destroyed. The regulations allow of the holding of animals 
or of carcases as to the conditions of which the inspector is not fully satis- 
fied. The keys of the suspect pen and of the condemned pen in all packing 
houses will be in the hands of the government inspectors. The latter must 
be provided also with all necessary accommodation on the premises for the 
prosecution of the duties with which they are entrusted. 

The stamp of the Canadian Government inspection will be a crown 
with the words ‘‘ Canada, approved.” Care is also to be taken by the 
steamship and railway companies that they do not carry for export, any of 
these food products subject to government inspection which does not bear 
the authorized certificate of purity. The shipper also in all such cases will 
be obliged to provide a certificate that the goods he is exporting from 
Canada have been duly inspected and stamped. 

The regulations enforce perfect cleanliness and sanitation in and about 
all establishments, and tuberculosis or other communicable diseases bar out 
persons from employment in the business. 

Imported meats must be reinspected in Canada, and no carcases, or 
portion thereof, which has not already passed inspectiou as fit for human 
consumption, shall be allowed to enter the premises. Sausages, canned 
meats, and portions intended for cure shall be prepared only from carcases 
or portions which have been marked ‘‘ Canada, approved,’’ and which, on 
reinspection, are found fit for food. Their preparation and pete - shall 
be supervised by an inspector, who must not allow the use of any fixture, 
appliance or receptacle to be used in the production of food products unless 
the same is clean and sanitary. No food product shall contain any dele- 
terious substance, drug, dye or preservative. 

The act means cleanliness and wholesomeness. It will do much to 
preserve Canadian trade abroad, and local establishments, upon these and 
other grounds, welcome its enforcement. :

BALTIMORE, MD., Oct. 14, 1907. 

Tomatoes.—The market closesin good shape. Though the pack in 
some sections has been comparatively good and is still going on to some 
extent, offerings are light. None of the packers will probably have much 
of a surplus, and there seems to be a disposition to wait until the season is 
entirely over and all orders already booked are shipped, before taking any 
further business. The heavy sales of futures has been keeping packers busy 
during the season and there has been so much additional business right 
along that there cannot be much of a surplus left over in this section. This, 
together with the shortage in the West, makes the market look healthy. 
Our business during the past week has been good. There has been a heavy 
demand for unlabeled Tomatoes at goc. Baltimore, though it is a difficult 
matter to buy them. 

Corn.—Maine Style Corn is selling freely. There is very little of it 
lying around under 8oc. per dozen. The packing of Corn is practically 
over. 

Pears.—This item is coming in for considerable attention. 

Sweet Potatoes.—The market on country-pack Sweet Potatoes closes 
very much stronger. Weare paying goc. Peninsula, against 85c last week. 
At goc. per dozen we have one or two desirable lots to offer. We are quot- 
ing for spot shipment, f. 0. b. Baltimore, 95c. per dozen, less 14%, good 
brands. 

Spinach.—Packers are being pressed to take business for future Spin- 
ach but very few of them are quoting. There has already been considerable 
business booked at $1.10 for No. 3 and $3.50 for No. 10.

The winding up of the String Bean 
season will probably find stocks in packers’ hands very light, though there 
has been a pretty good pack. 


Apples.—We are quoting No 3 Standard Apples at $1.00 and No. 10 
Standard at $3.35 per dozen for prompt shipment. These prices are being 
firmly maintained. As the season advanced there has been a steady up- 
ward tendency and the predictions of a break have so far been pretty wide 
of the mark. The fact is that the market was so bare that the demand is 
naturally good, and orders which packers are taking are keeping them 
pretty well sold up mist of the time. i

Dear Sirs:—Though less spectacular as to the size of orders to buy to- 
matoes this week, the aggregate sales were but litte under the total of the 
bnsiness done in that article in this market in the previous week or the 
week before that. Heavier frost on three nights, and the first appearance 
of ice in the mountains near us, hurt Corn more than Tomatoes, the latter 
escaping it almost unhurt. The crop is about cleaned up anyway, so that 
it won’t make very much difference how soon a killing frost comes. The 
Tomato statisticians are already at work and the first “‘ guess”’ is that the 
output for the whole country will total 8,500,000 cases this year as against 
a little over 9,000,000 in 1906. Regardless of figures in that direction, 
there is a strong market ahead for the canned article, and those who are 
still awaiting lower prices before buying their winter supply may have to 
pay a premium before long. There will be no famine in Tomatoes before 
the next canning season rolls around, but the character of the present buy- 


ing indicates a steady if not a rising market, especially in view of the high 
prices of all other vegetables. 


From out of the depths, within the span of only one seeson, canned 
Corn has again risen to a place of respect and esteem in the list, and today 
it is one of the strongest articles in the market and quite active at the top 
prices of the year, sofar. String Beans are strong and active and there is 
a good demand for Sweet Potatoes, Spinach, Baked Beans, Peas, etc. 

New Pears are fairly active and Apples are in excellent demand, the ad- 
vanced prices not hindering the sale of them very much. It looks like 
there will be a very small supply of these two articles this winter, and the 
same remark-applies to all canned fruits here without exception. 


The fall canning season for Cove Oysters in Baltimore is at hand and 
shipments will commence shortly. 


Tomatoes.—No let-up in the buying here by Western Tomato canners 
and jobbers is yet apparent, and the demand from the other sections is 
gradually increasing as the canning season draws to a close without de- 
veloping any weak spots at the sources of supply.

Tomatoes.—Another week passed and the Tomato market, generally 
speaking, has a stronger undertone than our last advices. A number of 
packers are about down and out, as far as fancy grades are concerned, and 
for these grades, the market can be considered stronger, as it is difficult to 
locate offerings of this variety in various size cans, Jersey and Sanitary 
types in any way in proportion to the demand and inquiry. One promin- 
ent operator, particularly noted for his ueracity and square dealing, remark- 
ed that if he had 100,000 oases Tomatoes in large size tins, ranging from 5 
inch to 53¢ inch, both regular and Sanitaries, he could easily dispose of 
them, but unfortunately he hadn’t a single carload unsold. 2s Tomatoes 
are scarce and difficult to find; buying has been /airly liberal and about in 
line with offerings. Most orders passing, have been on the basis of 7oc. f. 
o. b. factory, under packer’s Label. 

What is known and commonly called a Standard 3 has been firmly 
held during the week for buyer’s Label at goc., less 144%,f. 0. b. Bids for 


ed, although the majority of operators are holding firm at goc., as per last 
quotation. For the past two or three days, we have been able to secure 
several attractive lots of country packed 3s Tomatoes, Full Standard variety, 
on the basis of 87%c., f. 0. b. factory, providing shipping instructions are 
furnished immediately and packers can ship at once without delay, close 
their factories and come home to their families, with whom they have been 
almost unacquainted for the last four or five weeks. Under these circum- 
stances, itis natural that a few of them are willing to accept the inside 
price rather than remain “‘ reclining among the pyramids of Egypt” wait- 
ing for better figure to come. 

With order in hand, we are in position to filchure a few more cars of 
country packed 3s Tomatoes on the basis of the inside price, with serious 
doubt as to how long this condition will prevail and strong possibility that 
as soon as ‘‘ Home, Sweet Home”? is being generally sung by the ‘‘Packing 
Fraternity’’, there will be a new tune to Standard 3s country packed Toma- 
toes, for the West has already absorbed a large quantity of recent offerings 
and while the East has also been a buyer ina number of cases, packers 
here located have also had their shortage troubles and mirable dictu not- 
withstanding the wonderfully enormous quantity of Tomatoes reported 
from time to time by the shorts are being on the vine, the market has not 
receded to any extent, nor, has a reaction been experienced during the glut 


season and now during the shipping and winding up and home-going period 
it is strongly holding its own. 


Now and then we are still receiving an order for five or six hundred 
cases empty cans this week; no one wanted a carload, while numbers of 
packers are saying, ‘‘ Try and place the balance of the empty cans that we 
have unfilled, as we do not wish to carry them over,’’ and in a number of 
cases the canning houses have been closed and the hands have been paid 
off and shipped to their winter abode. The weather has continued during 
the past week, as usual during 1907, freaky indeed. Inside of twenty-four 
hours we have again experienced the thermometer as high as 70 and as low 
as 35, which was Wednesday morning, the 9th instant. If we had only 
been favored with three degrees less, tomato frappe would have been on 
the bill of fare and the few houses still running in a semi-conscious, half- 


asleep and awake fashion would then have followed their co-tem poraries 
who have already banked their fires for the season of 1907. 


Corn.—Some corn factories are down and out, others are still running 
on late patches, but the quantity of corn going in the cans from now on 
will in no wise endanger the total pack so as to influence the market be-

jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 
New York. 

Tomato canners are about through and a good many in this State are 
short in their deliveries. The market is firm at last week’s advance, but 
wholesalers are not willing buyers at the ruling quotations. Western 
interests are paying full prices and takiug a good many Maryland tomatoes. 
No. 2s are in good request, but offerings are not free. Corn is in limited 
supply and high in price, and business is accordingly restricted. New 
York State canners are reported as unable to fill their contracts, and 
knowledge of the fact has strengthened the Baltimore market. Peas are 
growing scarcer and sell well at full prices. String beans are in demand 
at higher prices. Spinach is inquired for, and gallons are hard to obtain. 
In fruits the tone is generally firm. Peaches are firm; the pack is about 
over and is short. Pears are scarce and very firm. No. Io apples are sell- 
ing well in Baltimore and are very strong in this State, the factory price 
being $3.50 f.0. b. Small fruits are scarce and firm. In fish the demand 
is limited. Salmon is very firm. Domestic sardines are also very firm, 
with the demand good and the supply light.—J/erchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


The tomato market is firmer, owing to the early cold spell and the fact 
that the packing season is nearly over. Ninety cents factory is now about 


the lowest, although probably a car or two might be picked up at 87%c. 
net cash. The West is still buying heavily at 90c., but up to the present 
writing the Grocery World has heard of no sales in the East above 87%c. 
The pack is about over, and conservative authorities estimate it at 10,000,- 
ooo cases. Last year it was 9,500,000, which with a carryover of 1,500,000 
provided a supply of 11,000,000 cases. This year there is believed to be 
almost no carryover. If 10,000,000 is really the pack, the market would seem 
sure to be steady throughout the season, at about present prices. There 
will probably be no speculation, as the most uncertain quantity is the 
tomato market. Corn is strengthening on definite information that most 
deliveries will be short. The important Maine packers have now all noti- 
fied the trade what they expect to deliver; their figures range from 60 to 
g0%. The New York State pack will hardly be more than 25 to 40% of 
normal, but as the sales of futures were small, the deliveries will probably 
be fair. Western deliveries are mostly expected to be full. Maryland corn 
is strong, and probably nothing good is obtainable under 75c. Offerings 


are small. There is no doubt that the corn pack will be mucb smaller 
than last year. Some authorities estimate six to seven million cases. The 


available supply of old corn is comparatively small compared with the last 
three packs. Peas are unchanged, but steady. There is a good demand at 
a price. Peas show no improvement. The pack is still proceeding in 
Ohio, New York and Michigan, but no recession in prices seems likely. 
Apples still range range at $3 75 for gallons and the demand is excellent. 
The Baltimore line of small canned goods is unchanged and dull. The 
California line shows no change whatever.—Grocery World. 
Chicago. 

The feature of the week is the higher market on tomatoes. It is sig- 
nificant that reports from the packing centers of Maryland and other East- 
ern States note that Western canners have been buying heavily, which can 
only mean that their own packs being disappointing they are buying to 
obtain enough goods to fill their contracts. The market is very strong and 
the tendency upward. The feeling is stronger on corn also. It is stated 
that some of the Western canners will make short deliveries, while it is 


also announced that deliveries by Maine packers of fancy corn will be any- 
where from 60 to 90% of their future contracts. Canned peas of desirable 


quality are very scarce and are firmly held by the few packers who are not 
entirely sold out. This is also true of string and lima beans. Canned 
pumpkin is high and will sell this season at prices much above the average 
of the last several yearf. There is a pronounced scarcity of all varieties of 
canned fruits so far us packers’ stocks are concerned. Peaches are very 
scarce, as are all varieties of berries and small fruits. The apple market is

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extremely firm at the high prices prevailing. The canned fish market is 
firm on all descriptions, Domestic sardines are higher and in better de- 
mand, while cove oysters and canned lobster and shrimp are very scarce 
and very firm. Supplies of canned salmon are limited, and the market is 
one of the strongest in years.—Gyvocers’ Criterion. 


St. Louis. 


Tomatoes are coming in from Indiana fairly freely these days and the 
quality seems to be pretty good. The demand for spot tomatoes is only 
nominal, though some of the buyers of futures are doing a good deal of 
telephoning for what they bought for future delivery, apparently being 
somewhat worried as to whether they can get all they purchased for future 
needs. Prices are firmer on the few goods which are going out on immedi- 
ate orders and the indications are that those who have not contracted for 
ali they will need in the future will have to pay higher prices before the 
goods will be delivered. Peas are moving only in a nominal way so far as 
new orders are concerued. Nobody seems to be worried as to lower prices 
and the advices from packing centers to the effect that it is wise to provide 
for future needs seems to be well founded. Corn is still on the list as one 
of the strongest items. Ina quiet way most of the old packs have been 
cleaned up and the crop reports concerning the goods which are now going 
in the cans are anything but encouraging. Some struggling shipments oj 
canned California fruits are coming in, but they are not arriving fast 
enough to supply the demand. Reports from the Coast are to the effect 
that the car shortage shows little chance of immediate relief and it may be 
that this car shortage will prove to be a serious question in the grocery 
market.— The Interstate Grocer. 


London, England. 

Salmon.—The market is very strong for all kinds, particularly for 
Alaska, which shows an advance of 3d. to 6d. per case. For Britis Colum- 
bia holders are asking more money. Lobsters are unaltered. The Rappa- 
haunak has arrived with 3,256 cases. Sardines.—With the small stocks 
daily decreasing, there are more buyers than sellers, and business has been 
done at slightly higher rates. Reports of the fishing do not indicate any 
improvement on any of the coasts. The Norwegian fishing is, according 
to reports received from the packers, also of an unsatisfactcry character, 
and there does not appear to be any likelihood of their being able to 
deliver over and above their contracts, as they have a great difficulty in 
fulfilling existing contracts. Recent arrivals include the Britannia with 
2,086 cases, the La Rochelle to Liverpool with 477 cases and the Aragon to 
Southampton witi 401 cases. Meats.—There is an increasing demand 


throughout, and prices have advanced. Fruits continue in a strong posi- 

tion, and a fair amount of continental peaches have been sold at very full 

prices. Pineapples are very firm, and supplies go off exceedingly well. 
Liverpool, England. 

Salmon keeps very firm at the recently reported advance. The de- 
mand is not so great as it was, but there appears to be no weakening on the 
part of holders, as it is anticipated that limits will advance considerably 
further so soon as present stocks in dealers’ hands are worked down a little. 
Sardines.—The reports from the fishing grounds still continue exceedingly 
bad, and there is every likelihood of prices creating fresh high records. 

Fruits quiet, but exceedingly firm. Pineapples.—From all accounts, 
it appears there is more than the usual amount of business passing for 
this time of the season, both in market transactions and in the demand 
from the country. Prices are firm, with an upward tendency on some 
shapes. It is to be noted that shipments to the United Kingdom are the . 
lightest on record for September. For the new crop preservers are asking 
high rates, and business is reported as having beeu turned down at above 
present spot quotations.—Grocers’ Gazette.

If things have not fallen just as all canned goods packers 
could have wished them in the season just closed, they have done 
so for the tomato canner to a degree better than to any other. 

-Even if the tomato canner has not gotten all he would like to 
have gotten, he has at least done much better than his fellow- 
packers in other lines. 


In fact, he may be considered to have had a streak of very 
fine luck, speaking generally, and should refrain from com- 
plaints. When the season opened prospects for a good tomato 
pack were not rosy; in fact, they looked to most canners, very 
gloomy. The one possible escape, it was recognized, was 
through ideal weather for an extended period—to October roth. 
But all year the weather has been so erratic, that such an out- 
come could not be counted upon. That is the way it looked 
when the canning began. 


The tomato canner was the only one in all the list to see 
his hopes realized—the weather did favor him, and in many 
sections has only closed down this week. ‘Tomatoes were the 
only crop to secure anything like a full pack, though just what 
proposition they did draw, is now unknown. But they were 
better than all the rest, at any rate. 


And there was a streak of luck in the whole transaction 
which many canners, we know, will brand as most awfully hard 
luck—we refer to the prevention of an abnormally large pack, 
in fact, a pack rather below the average with resulting good 
prices. To the packer who had to goon the market to buy 
goods to fill his future contracts, this shortage will appear in 
the guise of a hardship, and as the majority of heavy sellers in 
the future market had to do more or less of this; the majority 
are possibly complaining. But how much more these very 
recalcitrants would have been if the amount packed had 
exceeded the markets ability to consume? 


Then they would have seen goods returned for trivial 
causes—if there were any causes at all—the very same goods 
that are now eagerly accepted as fulfilling the contract to the 
letter. With all its faults, the year treated the tomato canner 
better than it did any other individual line—and they should be 
contended. 


And then again, could the outlook for the canned goods 
market of 1908 be possibly brighter? It would be hard to 
imagine how it could be. Every article on the list will rule high 
in price; the demand will be increased for all kinds of canned 
goods to a greater extent than any single year has shown here- 
tofore—and other occasions of continued good prices, and an 
assurance that every can of goods that can be placed will be 
consumed—and what is more to the point there will be more 
money in the business. 


Some will be pessimistic about these assertions, because of 
the experiences of this past year; but we think they are wrong 
in being so. The public has faith in canned goods now, such as 
it never had before; it will call for them and consume them as it 
never did before—to a greater extent—and if on this condition 
the packer cannot reap his share of the benefits, it is his fault, 
and his alone. And right now is the time to put the thinking 
cap on regarding this question. 


There are as brainy men in the canning business as can be 
found anywhere; in fact, it is a question if they are not more 
brainy—for they succeed in wresting from mother earth in one 
to two months a subsistence which it requires the general run of 
mankind twelve months to do; and if they can do this they can 
also put their industry on such a footing that they will right- 
fully share in the profits of its growing importance. There have 
been movements put on foot looking to this end; but many of 
them have been either visionary and ideal in character rather 
than practical, or mismanaged, and not pushed to a conclusion. 


There is a way, and there are men capable of finding that 
way, right in our midst. We speak for the industry in saying 
that anything looking to this end would be welcome at the 
coming annual convention. The market is now seeking the 
canned goods packer—and he is where he should always be— 
with the buyer coming to him—can’t this position be made 
permanent? It can. Good goods; honestly filled cans with 
honest goods will do much; but if you will let the world know 
that you are doing this, and tell them how to treat canned goods, 
you will do more—you can make it permanent. This one way 
will have to be included in any way. 


THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE ”’ 


CHICAGO, October 15, 1907. 

Jack Frost Interferes.—The first heavy frosts arrived this week, 
and a Chicago broker said that he could have scraped it up off his front 
porch by the handfuls. It has stopped tomatoand corn canning operations 
in many localities, though in some which were not affected heavily, there 
is still some work doing on corn and tomatoes. A letter I saw from The 
Freemont Canning Company dated the 13th October said: ‘‘The peaches 
still on the trees have all been ruined by the frost and we will be able to 
pack only those which were in the cannery and then stop.’’ 

Car! Brown Philosophizes.—The night watchman of the build- 
ing I office in, who is raising a big family and who, also, raises other things 
in his little garden, has just looked over my shoulder and has uttered these 
few and significant timely remarks: Vats de use? Dem tomatoes js all 
froze. De ripe vons is all soft and de green vons is all blistered and vont 
get ripe, but vill rot. Vie vill have no more tomatoes but dose I pulled 
Sunday and put in de house to get ripe. I haf a goot nose for Jack Frost 
and I saved me a few tomatoes. Vell dat is de vay mit everything, ven it 
looks pooty goot someding comes along and spoils it. Maybe ven ve are 
all angels tings vill go better and ven ve have have vings ve vont be vishing 
for automobiles. 

Tomatoes Arriving:—A few Indiana packed and Ohio packed 
tomatoes of 1907 crop are arriving and the variation in quality is wide. 

A shipment packed by Grafton Johnson, of Greenwood, Indiana, was 
found to be of excellent quality and was of excellent color and good fill, 
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and samples were on exhibition on the cutting table of a wholesale house. 
The goods were of good color, but of scant fill, and would barely pass as of 
standard quality. 

W. J. Courtney, Mundys Point, Virginia, had in a shipment which was 
rejected as not of standard quality. The samples were of very poor fill and 
certainly not of good appearance, the fruit in the cans being very green 
and unattractive. 

The J. Weller Co. of Cincinnati, who pack at several points in Ohio, 
had inacar of No, 10 tomatoes, perfect in color and fill, not packed for 
whole or fancy quality, but as a standard delivery, but a fine article. 

I saw samples of tomatoes from The Ida Canning Co., Ida, Michigan, 
at least they were so labeled. The color was fine, much better than the 
average Michigan color, which generally is not of a rich red, but the fill 
was very thin and poor. 

A shipment of gallon tomatoes frem Geo. P. Bailey, of Kinsale, Vir- 
ginia, was shown the writer this week and was of good standard quality, 
well filled and of honest quantity and good color. 

A shipment from Virginia of their Red Jacket brand of No. 3 size was 
reels and found to be of good, honest fill, fair color and full standard 
quality. 

The first receipts of the well-known Cannon Brand of gallon tomatoes 
was received this week. They are packed by H. P. Cannon, of Bridgeville, 
Delaware. I found them to be first-class standard quality as to fill and 
color. This brand is well regarded in this market. It is not sold fora 
fancy article, but is an excellent standard and always reliable. I will 
endeavor for the benefit of the thousands of buyers who read your paper to 
inspect qualities of new packed goods as they came in and comment on 
their quality and will not confine the comments to tomatyes. I will try to 


be absolutely just and fair, but will condemn as well as commend where 
deserved. 


Strong Corn Market.—The demand for canned corn seems to 
_ keep pace with the advancing market and eager buyers are active in lock- 
ing for bargains. This, however, refers to retail buyers, who are stocking 
up on corn. Brokers report that wholesale grocers are doing but little 
buying, having already contracted heavily for all grades and styles. 
Pumpkin Passive.—The specula:ive demand for canned pumpkin 
has subsided and buyers and brokers have probably concluded that there 
will he some pumpkin packed. I understand that New York packers have 
named a price of 80c, per dozen for No. 3 size new pack f. 0, b. cannery 
and this fact has probably restored the element of sanity to the market. 


Logan Berries.—Vid you ever see any? Wella shipment arrived 
here in gallon cans from Oregon today and was eagerly snapped up by pres- 


ervers at from $7.00 to $7.50 per dozen. They were packed by Oregon 
Packing Company, of Portland, Oregon. 


The cans wer filled completely full of large luscious dark pink-colored 
berries. They are the shape and size of a large cultivated blackberry or 
dewberry and are about the color of a cuthbert red raspberry and the flavor 
in that of a raspberry. It is evidently a culture or cross between dewber- 
ries and raspberries. The individuality of flavor of this berry is strong, it 
being rich with acidity. 

Canned Grapes Unpopular.—There used to be a heavy demand 
for canned grapes. When California first began to pack fruits in cans and 
ship them Eastward the delicious white muscatel grapes which were pack- 
ed there in cans were strongly popular and sold heavily, but for some un- 
explained reason this popularity has waved and Chicago has no trade to 
speak of on canned grapes neither for table use or pie purposes. This is 
explained by the fact that grapes are good keepers in cold weather or cold 
storage and that enormous quantities are consumed by the people ‘‘on the 
bunch ’’ out of cold storage or refrigerator cars. This explanation is hard- 
ly satisfactory but is about the only one offered for the heavy falling off in 
the demand for canned grapes. 

Indiana Canners Shy.—The Indiana canners are’practically all 
taking the benefit of the 75% or 80% delivery done in their contracts. The 
Nobleville Canning Co., at Nobleville, Ind., has written to parties who 
hold the contracts in this market that it will not be able to make any deliv- 
ery whatever as the crop of tomatoes in the vicinity was frozen. 

Fancy Corn Fancy Price.—! saw a sample of the famous Iro- 
quois Brand of Country Gentlemen Corn today. It is packed at Orange, 
Illinois and was of superb quality. ‘The price asked was approproate to the 
quality; one dollar per dozen at the cannery. 

Deliveries of Canned Goods Heavy.—Wholesale grocers are 
making heavy deliveries of canned goods in their future orders and the 
stocks of retailers are being rapidly replenished. They certainly needed 
it. ‘* WRANGLER.”’

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Little Rock, Ark.—The Springdale Canning Co. has 100 persons on its 
payroll. They are trying to buy 4,000 bushels of apples for canning pur- 
poses. 


Franklin, Ind.—The Franklin Canning Company will can pumpkin 
this fall. They are paying $2.50 a ton for pumpkins. The factory has not 
canned pumpkin for three years. 


Jeffersonville, Ind.—The canning factories of the county are still receiv- 
ing tomatoes, but in small quantities, and the local company is now able to 
take care of all it receives at its Henryville factory. Labor has been scarce 
in the city for the work of peeling, considerably handicapping the manage- 
ment. The local factory is now putting up sauerkraut. » 


Vincennes, Ind.—The canning factory is now running ‘very regularly 
and the tomato crop, which was contracted for by the manager, is yielding 
exceptionally well. A great amount of tomato pulp has been prepared for 
the canning of the beans. Recently 10,000 cans of beans were canned in 
about a half day. 


Sac City, lowa.—The Sac City canning factory has begun operations for 
itsseason’s work. The company has contracted for 1,000 acres of corn and 
it is of fine quality. 


Kendallville, Ind.—The Noble County Canning Company at Lisbon is 
making a big run on corn and tomatoes, considering the price this season. 
They will probably can 12,000 cases or more. Already 36,coo cases of 
various products have been canned and before the season closes about 
50,000 will be placed away in the storeroom for shipment. The officers of 
the company say they are well pleased with their first years’ pack and have 
no complaints to make. 


Terre Haute, Ind.—With plenty of tomatoes still in sight the Loudon 
Packing Company is in the midst of a busy season. About 400 men and 
girls are employed. The plant has been running night and day for some 
time and the present daily capacity is between 35,000 and 40,000 cans of 
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tomatoes a day, besides the catsup and other products. 

It was stated recently by Charles F. Loudon that tomatoes were plenti- 
ful and the factory would continue to run until the tomato crop was ex- 
hausted or killed by frost. A government inspector recently visited the 
plant and pronounced it one of the most sanitary and best ventilated fact- | 
ories of the kind he had seen. 


Pascagoula, La.—Announcement was made recently by President 
E. J. Jane, of the Merchants and Marine Bank, that the oyster canning 
tactory on the east bank of Pascagoula river would reopen about Novem- 
ber 1. This cannery is owned by J. S. Farren & Co., of Baltimore, and 
will be renovated during the month. 


Coral, Mich., Oct. 3.—In a $30,000 fire here October 3 the fine Hamil- 
ton Bros.’ canning factory went up in smoke. A successful season in vege- 
tables has just been closed and the plant was being rigged in shape for the 
fall run of peaches and other fruit. The cause of the blaze is unknown. 
The owners say there is $15,000 insurance, and that the plant will be 
rebuilt. 


Eastport, Me.—Statements were made recently that the construction of 
a canmaking establishment at Eastport, Me., by the Sea Coast Canning 
Company will begin shortly. This plant will replace that destroyed by 
fire last April and which had been leased by the Sea Coast Canning Com- 
pany to the American Can Company. 

The Sea Coast Canning Company, which was incorporated in New 
Jersey February, 1904, has an authorized capital of $2,000,coo, It is a con- 
solidation of eleven factories in Eastport and North Lubec, Me., for the 
preparation and putting up of sardines. The president of the company is 
Francis H. Leggett. 


Antigo, Pa.—Stockholders of the Wassau Canning Co. are negotiating 
for a site for a factory in this city. The plant, if erected, will be one of 
the best equipped in the Northwest. 


Doylestown, Pa., Oct. 5.—The putting up of tomatoes at Morris’ New- 
town cannery has been at its height since October 5, and owing to the 
abundance of the crop and the scarcity of help, canning of corn was dis- 
continued two weeks ago. Superintendent Bullock has secured help from 
Philadelphia to assist at the plant. 


Fogelsville, Pa.—The Lehigh Canning Company, of Fogelsville, is 
putting up tons of tomatoes at present and producers are looking for the

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toes will depend on the condition of fall weather. The fruit is exception- 
ally nice. 


Arlington, Tenn.—The canning factory here has been in operation 
several days, or parts of days, as the supply of tomatoes is not yet suffici- 
ent to keep it running on full time, It requires about 400 bushels a day 
for full work. The farmers are paid 25c. per bushel for tomatoes, The 
crop here is barely an average one. 


Union City, Tenn.—Union City,canning factory started August 22 and 
it is expected that within a few days they will be able to get sufficient 
tomatoes to run day and night ae long as the tomato season lasts. The 
farmers near and adjacent to the city have planted a great many tomatoes, 
and are under contract with the canning factory to sell them at 2o0c. per 
bushel. The season is just opening up here, with fine prospects for a 
large crop. 


Trezevant, Tenn.—The Atwood canning factory has begun to can 
tomatoes. This factory was erected by a stock company composed of the 
business men of that little city and the leading farmers round about. The 
farmers of that community devote much time to the growing of tomatoes, 
cabbage and other vegetables and fruits, and this factory was erected for 
the purpose of canning the locally produced vegetables and fruits. This is 
the second canning factory of the kind for Carroll county, there being one 
at Huntingdon. 


Heathsville, Va. —Cannery and most of the contents belonging to Mr. 
S. V. Hardwick, of Kinsale, destroyed. Loss, $$6,000; insurance, $2,800, 


St. Albans, Vt., Oct. 3.—The Randolph canning factory finished the 
canning of sweet corn and succotash October 2, after canning 130,544 cans, 
This is a great decrease from last season’s crop, there having been 250,000 
cans, but though there is less in quantity, the quality is unsurpassed. A 
large increase is expected next year and the canning of peas will be added 
to the list. 


INCORPORATED. 


Denver, Colo.—Articles of incorporation have been filed in Denver by 
Sam P. Jones, president of the Commercial Bank and Trust Company of 
Louisville, Ky., for the establishment of an immense cauning factory in 
this city. The firm will be known as The Jones Bros. & Co. 
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Prospects for High Prices for Strawberries. 


Taking the past season as a whole, the berry grower had one of the 
best seasons for high prices that he has good percentage of the shortage in 
the long run. The varieties grown in the Southern Texas country are the 
Klondyke and Excelsior, both the earliest and of good quality. 

Take it in our State, we had some as fine fruit as any year, but not so 
much good quality as of former years. Taking the season through, the 
berry crop brought about $125,000 into Judsonia. We have here one of the 
best fruit countries to be found North or South. Van Buren, Ark., shipped 
about $200,000 worth of berries off of about three times the acreage we had, 
which shows that it pays to grow the best varieties. They still have many 
of the old Michaels, while had for years. Starting with the Southern 
grower in Florida, Texas, Louisiana and Mississippi, all get good prices for 
their berries. Southern Texas realized more for their crop than former 
years on a smaller crop; that is, they were not as prolific as in former years, 
while the season was some longer, which made up quite as it has been a 
back number with us for years on account of softness and light color. 

Taking all reports into consideration, the past season was one of profit 
to all growers, and from all reports for the next three years there will be 
good money in strawberries. There are reasons for this. First, cotton is 
higher than it has been for some time, and many berry growers came from 
the cotton crop to berry crop on account of low prices of cotton. Second, 
all kinds of garden truck were high this season, which will cause many to 
grow truck, as it is made quicker than strawberries, and most of it is made 
much easier. Taking all this into consideration, we cannot see why the 
berry crop should not pay well for the next three years, and think all 


readers will make no mistake in planting the best varieties in large quanti- 
ties.— The Southern Fruit Growe, 


Violators of the Pure Food Law. 


‘It is a remarkable fact,’’ said Dr. Wiley, ‘‘that of all manufacturers 
who are affected by the law only those making whisky have shown a dispo- 
sition to evade or dodge the provisions of the act as interpreted by the 
Attorney General. Packers of all sorts of canned goods, salmon, sardines, 
vegetables and fruits came around to the law without the slightest trouble, 
and this in spite of the fact that hundreds of dollars’ worth of labels had to 
be destroyed. The manufacturers of whisky, however, especially those 
known as rectifiers, are endeavoring to do everything in their power to 
nullify the act. Many of them—yes, the great majority of them—have

The reason for it? Why, the reason for it is that they are afraid to let the 
public know how little whisky and how much pure alcohol with some little 
coloring matter is sold under the name of whisky. Of course, this office 
has nothing to do with the prosecution of violators of this or any other 
law; we gather the evidence and the Attorney General does the rest, and 
the Attorney General undoubtedly will proceed immediately against every 
whisky man in the country who persists in selling compounds of alcohol, 
coloring matter and flavorings under the name of whisky. This law now 
on the statute-books is for the protection of the public against fraud. It 
will be rigidly enforced, and everyone who violates it will have to suffer 
the consequences. I am confident, if the rectifiers persist in their antago- 
nism to the law, that when the first cases are brought the public will rise 
in arms against these whisky men. The law in itself is an excellent one, 
and no man doing a legitimate business need fear its enforcement, but he 
who attenrpts to palm off upon his customers a compound of ethyl alcohol 
and flavoring extract as whisky will do so at his peril. The public has a 
right to know what it obtains for its money, and we propose that it shall 
have that information.”’ . 


British Agriculture. 
This Year’s Crops Show Many Changes in Farming. 


According to Consul F. W. Mahin, a statement of the 
British board of agriculture on this year’s crops shows a con- 
siderable decrease in the acreage of wheat, barley and potatoes 
in the Nottingham district, and a material increase in that of 


oats, compared with 1906. The consul’s report continues: 

The acreage of grass land is substantially unchanged. Horses, cattle 
and sheep have decreased in number, but swine have largely increased. 
The report as to the whole country is essentially the same. Wheat is pass- 
ing out of cultivation at a rate considered serious, but the area given to oats 
steadily increases. The report shows a marked decrease in the number of 
horses and cattle, and a iarge increase in the acreage under grass. This 
anomalous condition—increasing pasturage and decreasing live stock— 
disturbs many careful observers of the agricultural trend in the United 
Kingdom. _An accurate statement of yield and quality of crops is not yet 
possible, but the indications point to an average—better than the promise 
during the cool and wet summer. . 


RECORD-BREAKING MOTOR HARVESTING. 


A demonstration of motor harvesting was made in Lincolnshire on 
September 12, which is claimed to have broken the world’s record. In four 
hours, it seems, standing wheat was converted into flour for the baker, if 
not into bread, as one account intimates. A local newspaper gives th> 
following details: 

An acre of standing corn [in England all small grain is ‘‘corn’’ ] was 
cut, bound, thrashed and ground by the motive power of an agricultural 
tractor working with a petrol engine. At 11.35 in the morning the tractor 
started its work by taking the thrashing drum into the cornfield. Fiv2 
minutes later it began to draw two Massey-Harris harvesters through the 
corn. Half a dozen men walking behind stooked it, and in exactly fifteen 
minutes what had been an acre of growing corn was standing on the field 
cut and stooked ready to be placed on the cart. By 1 o'clock the corn was 
lying at the side of the thrashing drum. After luncheon the thrasher got 
to work, being driven by a belt from the tractor, and soon the flour began 
to come from the mill, which was being worked off a pulley on the thrash- 
ing drum. 

A move was made to another field, where plowing took place, a three. 
blade plow cutting three furrows 2 inches deep and 7 inches wide. A culti. 
vator and a drill were then both hooked on behind and at 5.30 an acre was 
ready for the harrow, which had completed its work by 6.45. 

Deducting the interval for luncheon and a stop due to overheated bear- 
ing, the net time taken to accomplish this remarkable harvesting feat was 
six hours and forty minutes. 

Particular pride is felt in the fact that all the machinery used was 
British made, excepting the harvesters, and they came from Canada. 


Higher Prices for Sardines. 

The domestic sardine trade was notified that on October 15 quotations 
f.o. b. Eastport will be raised to $3.25 for 4-oils and $3.00 for {-mustards, 
which shows a gain of 15c. a case on the former and of 5o0c. on the latter. 
The rise is influenced by the shortage in the pack, owing to the scarcity of 
cans. Pending a settlement of the label and decoration qnestion under the 
pure food law, packers were hampered in closing their contracts for cans 
until such a late day that they were unable to get anywhere near what they 
wanted from the manufacturers. The destruction by fire of practically the 
only factory equipped to supply the trade with key opening cans further 
complicated their difficulties. Fish have been plentiful, but the packers

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have been unable to avail themselves of the supply to anything like the 
extent that the demands made upon them for goods would have suggested. 
The situation in 3/-mustards is complicated not only by the can question, 
but by the heavy increase in demand for that grade this season. For some 
reason the canners have allowed the quality of mustards to depreciate and 
as to their indifference to quality extended over a number of years it 
resulted in a large accumulation of stock in their hands and a correspond- 
ing slump in prices. The last of this accumulation was disposed of not 
long ago and now the packers are confronted without stocks. 

There has been an active demand for domestic sardines, stimulated by 
the announcement of an advance in prices to go into effect October 15. 
French, Portuguese and Spanish sardines continue scarce and held at high 
prices. Imported oil sardines remain firm and there is no change in the 
situation in France—no catch; no change in the situation in Portugal—no 
catch. In Norway the situation is desperate. The factories cannot get 
sufficient fish to keep them busy even for the working time; and the short- 
age in supplies is making itself felt. Prices are bound to go higher.—7he 
Fishing Gazette. 


Prices of some food commodities will be higher this fall and winter 
than they were last year. Shortage of crops, the increased cost of labor 
and materials are said to be responsible, although some biame the new 
national Pure Food Law, whicl becomes operative today, aud others insist 
this has nothing to do with the markets. 

When the housewife buys a small sack of flour she pays from three to 
four cents more than she paid in 1906. This is due to the scarcity of cash 
wheat. The millers have been compelled to put up the prices on flour, 
which is costing 50 cents a barrel more than a year ago. Canned goods, 
which were abnormally low three years ago and sold below the cost of 
packing, will be increased from two to three cents a can. Tomatces will 
be 10, 12 and 15 cents a can instead of 8, 10 and 12. as last year. This also 
applies to peas, the crop of which was very small. 

Corn prices will vary from 10 to 15 cents on goods which have been 8 
to 12 cents. Canned fruit prices will go up 15%. Already canned aspa- 
ragus costs 50% more than it did last year. The shortage of the California 
crops has caused this. Dried beans, a common staple, cost from 25 to 30% 
more this year. Dried peas have been likewise affected. 

Cheese is costing from two to three cents more than ordinarily, the 
manufacturers being unable to produce their usual quantities. Pickles, 
too, are included in the increase. They will still be sold at one cent apiece 
out of the barrel, but the size will be smaller. Cocoa and chocolate have 


advanced from two to three cents a pound on account of crop conditions. 
Canned fish and barreled mackerel will actually cost from $5 to $6 a barrel 

All package groceries will cost the retailer more, but having standard 
prices the retailers must take less profit. 

Prices on many staples, however, continue about normal, Meats have 
gone up in the last year, but they are now at about top-notch figures. 
Sugar is cheaper this year than last. The housewife is indirectly responsi- 
ble for this, because she has done little preserving. Coffee is cheaper than 
it has been for years, but it is probable that the consumer does not see it 
in this light, for the good to best grades still stand at 20, 25, 30, 35 cents 
and higher. The meaning is that superior grades are blended today, and 
the buyer obtains greater value for his or her money. Spices will not be 
affected. 


Food Law’s Validity. 
Fruit Growers Test Right to Use Preservative in Pennsylvania. 


Prepared for a battle, Dairy and Food Commissioner Foust found abso- 
lutely no opposition to the prosecution brought against Charles Kephart, 


an Altoona grocer, for selling California peaches preserved with sulphurous 
acid, when the case was called before Magistrate J. J. Irwin recently. 


The California fruit growers, who are vitally interested in the outcome 
and the wholesalers did not fight the case before the Altoona magistrate, 


but will carry it into the higher courts, where an opinion on the constitu- 
tionality of the new Tustin law can be obtained. 


Kephart’s case is the first important one to be heard under the new 
Pure Food Law. Dr. Frear, of State College, president of the Food Stand- 
ard Commission, testified that the samples of peaches bought from Kephart 
showed five grains of sulphurous acid to two pounds of fruit. Dr. A, 
Albert Nason and and J. Horace Smith testified that sulphurous acid was 


injurious in three ways, that it impaired the digestion, caused inflamma- 
tion of the kidneys and destroyed the red corpuscles. 


Magistrate Irwin imposed a fine of $50 on the defendant. 

The opposition was not represented by counsel. Kephart, who was 
absent also, said afterward that the wholesalers proposed to take an appeal 
from the decision of the magistrate and wage a battle that would end only 


in the highest court in the State to have the Tustin Law declared null 
and void.
